The capitalist, the employer of labor and the man 

of affairs gefierally, on the one hand, and the work- 

ingman, he who toils and produces, on the other, 


simple reason that each needs the other. Their in- 
terests should be identical, and there is every good 
reason why they should be friends and no good 
reason on earth why they should not. And the 
only reason they are not, a; times, is that such fool. 
ish things as class prejudice enters in and a 

_ thoughtless, hot-headed minority sometimes says 
and does things which they wouldn’t if they would 
take time to study it over. 

Each side has rights which the other should res- 
pect. In the interest of general harmony each 
must occasionally make some concessions, and those 
concessions should never all be one-sided. 

Occasionally there is a man of wealth and prom. 
inence who looks upon a working man as beneath 
him, a sort of under dog who was made for noth- 
ing else but the grind and toil and do what he is 

+ ie bid, but that sort of man is in a minority. Tae vast 
majority of employers of labor think differently, 
and realize that all reasonable rights of labor must 
be respected in order that labor produce the best 
results. Also, occasionally, here and there, one runs 
across a laboring man who thinks most wealthy 
people should be burned at the stake, or boiled in 
oil, or something nice and pleasant like that, but 
that sort of man is also in a vast minority. The 
bulk of the toilers realize that it takes money and 
executive ability to furnish employment for the 
laborer ,and that it is barely possible that a man 
may be rich and‘ still be more or less honest. Se we 
have the extremists on both sides, and they stir up 
thihgs and often make “it disagreeable for all par- 
ties eonterned. 

We have often talked. to hundreds of workers 
in Rieamond during the past few years, and find 
them-as 2 general rule disposed to be as fair and 
square a set of men as one can find anywhere in 
America. A great many of them are broad-minded 
and fairly well educated even if they do wear over- 
alls and get grime and grease on ’em. We have also 
talked. .with many men who employ labor, and the 
majority express sentiments toward labur which is 
a eredit to them. Only occasionally do you find 
one who is disposed to be unfair, but occasionally 
you do find one, and when you do he is as brnery 
as a poleeat..:,.... . «,

Now I 
am in charge as editor and manager, and 
some of the laboring boys have it doped out ; 
that I am liable to double-eross them and 
sell out to the plutocrats with the wads of 
*money. These lads are not to blame, alto- 
gether, for thinking this, as I have been 
known to associate upon occasion with a 
lot of bad actors around here who have 
money in the bank, no callous spots on the 
palms of their hands, and who ride around 
in automobiles and wear biled shirts. I 
know I ought not to do this, but I am a 
tender hearted sort of guy and_ foolish 


enough to make friends among most all 
classes of people, 

The facts are that I have carried a union 
card as a printer for over thirty years and 
several members of my family are also 
members of organized labor. I would not 
do otherwise than shoot fair with the work- 
ing men of Richmond while I am editor of 
this paper if I vé2nt hungry and ragged, but 
some of them don’t know that—that’s what 
makes it funny—they will come to know it 
in due time, of course. 

It all appeals to me a good deal like a 
joke, it is so absurd, and so I am going to 
treat it as such, and therefore hereby serve 
notice on all you kid_gloved plutes around 
here that when you come around here to 
buy me up in the interests of your trusts 
and al! thtat sort of thing that you better 
get a big auto truck and bring around bags 
of gold enough to make a million or two, 
‘cause I’ll have you understand I am no 
cheap guy. and when I sell out I am going 
to get enough while I am at it to last a 
life time—a million, anyhow. 

Let’s see, now, who all are the million- 
aires around here, anyhow?

ness men of this town wish labor well and 
want to see it succeed and forge ahead in 
every possible legitimate manner.

You see, 
You see, I have hobnobbed more or less with 
him, off and on, and I know him like a 
book, and if he don’t totter fair I’ll print it 
in this paper.

honest, grafting, unsecrupuleus public officials, yes,. 


here and there, in municipal, state and national 
positions, but to east such a slur upon all our 
“public servants is manifestly unfair. The majority 
of our representatives are ‘nonest, honorable and ef- 
ficient, and want to do their best for all the people 
in order that they. may make a good record for 
themselves, accomplish something worth while, be 
re-elected and hold their jobs. That is the way you 
would do if you were elected to public office, 
and. they are just like you and you are just like 
them. People are people, wherever you find them. 

There is nothing more discouraging to a publie 
official than not to have the confidence and back- 
ing of his constituents; that takes the heart and 
courage out of him more than anything else. Jf 
he merits that confidence and backing, it snould 
be given to him freely, and if he does not merit it 
he should be recalled and discharged immediately, 
and somebody put into his place who will merit it. 

Give your city councilman, your policeman, your 
clerk, auditor, treasurer or firemen, your legislator 
or governor, your congressman, senator or presi- 
dent your full confidence, respect and backing mor- 
ally, financially and every other way and give him 
time and every opportunity to make good. Then if 
he makes good, or fairly good, stay with him and 
back him up, and if he does not make good, or if 
he sells you out or betrays your confidence, grab 
him by the off hind leg and throw him out P. D. Q. 
and plant him deep into the garbage. tin eans and 
manure of oblivion, and put someone else in his 
place.
